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CREATING MOODS WITH 


Remember your first impressions of some of your friends? Perhaps Joan 
sounded conservative, Mary was uncomfortably shy, and Ruth organized every- 
thing around her. But as you have grown to know them better, other elements of 
their personalities have emerged. To your surprise, you now find that conservative 
Joan blasts rock-and-roll music on her car radio, Mary tells great stories in the com- 
pany of a few close friends, and Ruth never balances her checkbook. These con- 
trasts certainly make their personalities richer and more delightful. 

Now think of those quilts that have captured you, inviting you to stand and delight 
in them. Initially, they presented an impression, a mood. Perhaps one was earthy, 
another bright and spirited, one soft and delicate, and yet another sophisticated 
and elegant. As you stood there, “getting to know them better,” you probably 
noticed the contrasts integrated into the quilt, either through the play of light and 
dark colors (values) or an unexpected color (accent) or the unusual combination of 
patterns in the prints. Just as with your friends, this variety made the quilts fascinat- 
ing to be around. 

How does one create such a captivating quilt? Variety is the key to many of those 
beautiful masterpieces, variety in value, in color, and in print designs. One good 
system for selecting a wide range of fabrics for your next quilt is to choose one ir- 
resistible multicolored print and build the variety you need from the print’s palette of 
colors. Although this is a useful method for anyone who is coordinating colors in 
fabrics, it is especially helpful for beginning quilters who have had little experience 
working with this medium. 

First, determine the basic impression you want to create. Will the mood of your 
quilt be earthy? Delicate? Bold? Sophisticated? Serene? Dignified? We know that 
certain colors and combinations help to create mood. Clear, bright reds, blues, and 
greens convey a bold, energetic feeling. Medium shades of blue and aqua relay 
peacefulness and serenity. Pastels reflect gentle feelings; rich, deep colors give a 
more earthy, serious impression; and quiet grays and purples create a sophisti- 
cated mood. Prints, too, help to create an impression. Any fabric with small white

figures adds sparkle and twinkle to the quilt. Large florals convey a feeling of abun- 
dance, graciousness, and formality, whereas the small calico motifs create a 
homespun, innocent impression. Stripes and plaids are regimented and orderly; 
the popular feathery swirls add a soft, gentle feeling. A sense of mystery and in- 
trigue can be achieved by selecting a dark print with edges of forms highlighted. 
Both color and prints, then, will convey the impression you desire. 

The second step is to select a multicolored print fabric that captures this mood 
with appropriate colors. Explore your collection at home or peruse the inventory at 
your favorite fabric store. The irresistible print you select will now serve as a guide 
in choosing other fabrics to incorporate into the quilt. Remember that your goal is 
variety. Contrast. Give your audience some surprises to reward their attention. 
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MULTICOLOR PRINTS 


Study the blocks illustrated on these pages. Included here are possible combina- 
tions based upon the multicolored print within each block. 

1. Rich, handsome, mysterious elegance is achieved in the color and prints in 
this block: the large-scale swirly rust print; the precise, small beige pattern in the 
black; cascades of leaves in autumn colors edged with frosty white; the marbled 
gray/white; and the swirls of blue dots. Surprising in this combination is the icy blue 
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Both color and prints will convey the impression 
you desire. . . . Give your audience some surprises 
to reward their attention. 


that contrasts with the warm tones of the other prints; notice the gray/blue of some 
leaves in the center print that hints of this color. 

2. Country-time abundance, harvest, and earthiness are impressions these col- 
ors convey. The basketweave and lattice patterns relate to each other, and yet pro- 
vide different textures — one regimented and orderly, the other overlaced with vines 
for a more carefree feeling. The dark blue, brown, and green add a note of serious- 
ness to control the informal lattice pattern. Variety in the block is created from the 
sizes of prints and includes florals, paisleys, lattices, scallops, and wispy branches. 

3. Gentleness, delicacy, and strength are projected in this three-color block. The 
blue squares emerge, while the floral wreath and square set on point float in the 
background. This block, set with pink sashing and blue setting Squares, would 
make a lovely quilt of blue diagonals over wreaths of delicate flowers. 

4. Energy and spirit burst from this block made of primary colors. Several calico 
motifs are used in various sizes and arrangements, and contrast comes from the 
twirls of black in the red fabric. A quilt of this exciting combination would be a cheer- 
ful addition to a child’s bedroom. 

5. Cool, refined elegance is suggested by the grayed tones of lavenders, blues, 
and teals. The light lavender print swirls, while the large floral print on a black back- 
ground adds the needed depth and contrast. The dark teal pattern is “prickly” while 
the lighter teal scallops in soft textures, and the lavender print adds a wispy, deli- 
cate touch. The center fabric contains all the colors found in the other patches. 

6. Romance. Lacy floral sprays on a black background repeat the pinks and 
blues of the rigid stripes on the side triangles. Blue print (actually large roses) looks 
like sky through a window, adding airiness and space to the strong foreground. 

7. Fresh air and springtime bloom in this green, yellow, and peach arrangement. 
Prints range from medium-sized graceful florals to angular-leaved bouquets and 
from a small, punctual yellow calico to finely tendriled blossoms in peach. 

8. Stark, bold, assertive energy projects from this block of high contrasts. Place- 
ment of the graduated stripes adds dimension, and the marbled gray opens up 
space in the block. Purple, gold, or turquoise from the multicolored print also could 
be used in place of red as the accent. 

Variety in value, color, and size and texture of prints can help to create a captivat- 
ing quilt that your audience will want to become better acquainted with because of 
rewarding contrasts and occasional surprises. 5

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SHADOW APPLIQUE PILLOWS 


Shadow applique is a special tech- 
nique that can transform an applique de- 
sign into a softly colored, romantic, and 
elegant piece. In this issue, both Iris 
Chain (page 28) and Best Wishes (on the 
cover) have applique designs that can be 
adapted to this technique. 

A special round pillow that echoes 
the center of the Best Wishes quilt makes 
a lovely gift to accompany the quilt or to 
give by itself. If the quilt is intended for a 
bridal couple, the pillow can be made into 
a ring bearer’s pillow using the quilt fabrics 
or fabrics that highlight the wedding col- 
ors. The Iris applique can be stitched into 
a lovely 12” square pillow. 

The instructions here are for shadow 
applique, a technique in which a sheer 
fabric covers the applique patches that 
are then secured between the fabric and 
a backing with quilting stitches. 


Fig. | 
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BEST WISHES PILLOW 

Materials: From % yard white solid 
cotton cut a circle 11” in diameter for the 
front. To make a template for the pillow 
backing, mark an 11” circle on paper. 
Draw a line through the center to divide 
circle in half. Add 3” to the half circle 
along the straight edge (Fig. 1) to allow 
for hemming and overlapping on the 
back. Cut template out; trace and cut 2 
pieces white for the back. From % yard 
sheer fabric such as organdy or chiffon, 
cut a 12” square. (The more sheer and 
transparent the fabric, the more the color 
of the appliques will show through.) From 
¥e yard muslin, cut a 12” square for the 
inner liner and 2 11” circles for the in- 
serted stuffed pillow. Also needed are 
scraps for appliques, a 12” square of thin 
quilt batting, and a pound of polyester 
stuffing. Lace and ribbon are optional 
and amounts needed are given below. 

With this technique, there is no need 
to add turn-under allowances on applique 
patches because the patches will be 
caught between the top layer of organdy 
and the white background with quilting 
stitches. You can personalize the Best 
Wishes pillow by embroidering the recip- 
ient’s name on the heart before the sheer 
fabric is added. If it is a wedding gift or a 
ring bearer’s pillow, you may wish to em- 
broider the couple’s names and wedding 


date. Lightly mark the heart (patch | on 
page 9) on an 8” square of the chosen 
fabric, or make the square large enough 
to fit your embroidery hoop. Embroider 
as desired. Cut heart the finished size 
with no turn-under allowances added. 
Cut with sharp scissors so there are no 
ragged edges or raveling threads. For 
ribbon appliques, cut 8 J’s and 8 K’s. 


SHADOW APPLIQUE

the heart design on the 11” white circle. 
Do not mark ribbon ties. Using fabric glue 
sparingly, position appliques in the cor- 
rect order on the white circle.

Oftentimes our readers send us slides and tell of their experiences making quilts from 
QUILTMAKER patterns. Consider letting us share your QUIL TMAKER- inspired quilts, too!

Patterns and 
diagrams are on pages 8, 9, and 11. Yardage and assembly begin on page 42. 
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We give seam lines (dashed) as well 
_ as Cutting lines (solid) for QU/L TMAKER’S 
_ full-sized pieced patterns. Seam allow- 
ances are '4” for all pieced patterns, and 
_ the points are trimmed to reduce bulk in 
the seams and help with exact alignment 
__ of patches for machine sewing. The seam 
lines of adjoining patches fall into place for 
stitching when cut edges and trimmed 
points are aligned. 

Large pieces are shown in miniature 
with dimensions. Use graph paper to rule 
these patterns in the measurements 
given, or measure and mark them directly 
onto the fabric using a carpenter’s square, 
right triangle, or similar tool. The dimen- 
sions shown do not include seam allow- 
ances. Be sure to add them when you 
mark and cut your fabric. 

Seam allowances (plus 2” extra 
length for insurance) are included in bor- 
der strip lengths in quilt specifications. 

Where it is particularly important for 
the strip to be an exact size, as for an 
outer pieced border, seam allowances 
are given but not extra length. 

No turn-under allowances are given for 
the applique patterns. Add 6” by eye 
when cutting. Occasionally, an applique 
pattern will be labeled with a letter in 
parentheses. This means that the seg- 
ment is a continuation of another piece 
with the same letter. If we give just half of 
the pattern piece, the center line is indi- 
cated with a dotted line. When making the 
template, simply trace around pattern, flip 
the tracing over, and align the dotted 
center lines. Trace around pattern again 
to complete template for whole patch. 

A pattern letter followed by an “r’ indi- 
cates the need to reverse the pattern. If in- 
structions call for 8 Aand 8 Ar, mark 8A, turn 
the template over and mark 8 Ar patches. 
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Trace pattern pieces onto clear template 
plastic, or trace on paper and glue the tracing to 
sandpaper, plastic, or cardboard. Cut out accu- 
rately. See instructions for method of your 
choice to determine whether to trace seam 
lines or cutting lines when making templates. 
Make a sample block to test the accuracy of 
templates before cutting the entire quilt. 


Wash and iron fabrics before cutting 
patches. Rinse dark colors separately to check 
for excess dye. Continue rinsing until water 
runs Clear. 

Plan to measure, mark, and cut border 
strips and larger patches before smaller ones 
from the same fabric. Arrange patches with cut- 
ting lines close or touching for best use of fabric. 


When marking and cutting patches, one or 
more straight sides of the patch should follow the 
lengthwise or crosswise grain of fabric, espe- 
cially the sides that will be on the outside edges 
of the quilt block. Wherever possible, we indicate 
lengthwise or crosswise grain with an arrow on 
the pattern piece. 
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INCLUDING BASIC QUILTMAKING LESSONS 


Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. To mark the patches, place the 
template face down on wrong side of fabric and 
draw around it accurately with a pencil. Leave 
just enough space between patches to add 1/4” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line 4”, measuring the distance 
by eye. The pieces will be joined right sides to- 
gether, so the marked seam line on the wrong 
side of the fabric will be visible on both sides of 
the patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
through the penciled lines with a short running 
stitch, using a single thread. Begin and end 
each seam at seam line (not at edge of fabric) 
with two or three backstitches to secure seam. 


Accurate cutting is very important in 
machine piecing. Include seam allowances in 
the template and mark the cutting line on back 
of fabric. 

When machine sewing patches, align cut 
edges with the edge of the presser foot if it is 1/4” 
wide. If not, place masking tape on the throat 
plate of the machine 1%” away from the needle 
to guide you in making precise 14” seams. Sew 
all the way to the cut edge unless you are in- 
serting a patch into an angle. 


HURRY 
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Templates for hand applique do not in- 
clude turn-under allowances. Place template 
face up on right side of the fabric and draw 
around it lightly with a pencil. Add “6” allow- 
ances to appliques and cut carefully. Turn 
under and baste 6” allowances except where 
edges will be tucked under other appliques. 
Baste in place. Clip into fold of inward curves to 
make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over printed pattern, matching centers, to see 
placement for appliques. Lightly mark major 
shapes with pencil or simply pin appliques in 
position. If you cannot see through background 
block, finger-crease block in half lengthwise, 
crosswise, and diagonally to form guidelines 
for placement of appliques. 

Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible blind stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. To facilitate the 
quilting later and to prevent show-through, 
carefully cut away background fabric from be- 
hind appliques, using sharp scissors and trim- 
ming to within %6” of seam line. Reinforce 
seams with a couple of stitches if necessary to 
cut across seam lines when trimming. 


Oo COPRERSING: Geis 


Press all seams to one side, usually to- 
ward the darker fabric. Press quilt blocks flat 
and square with no puckers. Correct any prob- 


lems in blocks, sashes, or borders by removing 
a few stitches to ease puckers and resew. 


Join the blocks for the first row with 1%” 
seams. Then join all biocks in the second row, 
and so on, until all rows are completed. Press 
all seam allowances in the odd-numbered rows 
in one direction and all seam allowances in 
even-numbered rows in the opposite direction. 
When all rows are completed, pin two rows to- 
gether so that seam lines match perfectly. Join 
rows in groups of two, then four, and so on, until 
top is completed. Press all allowances in one 
direction, either up or down. 


Center a border strip on each side of the 
quilt top to extend equally at each end. Pin, 
baste, and sew strips in %4” seams, beginning 
and ending the stitching at the seam line, not at 
outer edge of fabric. At one corner (on wrong 
side), smooth one border over an adjacent one 
and draw a diagonal line from inner seam line 
to the point where outer edges of two borders

cross. Reverse the two borders (bottom one is 
now on top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where outer 
edges cross. Match the two pencil lines (fabrics 
right sides together), and sew through them. 
Cut away excess, and press seam open. Re- 
peat at other three corners of quilt. 


Place quilting pattern under quilt top. 
Lightly mark design on quilt top, using a hard 
lead pencil. Mark dark-colored fabrics with a 
chalk pencil. Be sure to test water-soluble 
pens for removability before marking the quilt. 
Some quilting may be done without marking 
the top. Outline quilting (4” from seam around 
patches) or quilting in-the-ditch (right next to 
the seam on the side without the seam allow- 
ances) can be done “by eye.” Other straight 
lines may also be “marked” as you quilt by 
using a piece of masking tape that is pulled 
away after a line is quilted along its edge. 


Make quilt lining about 2” larger on each 
side than the quilt top. Some small quilts require 
a single piece for lining, but usually two or three 
lengths must be seamed together. Remove 
selvedges to avoid puckers; press seam allow- 
ances to one side. Place lining, wrong side up, 
on a flat surface. Spread quilt batt over the lin- 
ing, making sure that both stay smooth and 
even. Place the quilt top, right side up, on top of 
the batting. Pin layers as necessary to secure 
them while basting. Beginning in the center, 
baste in an “X,” in rows 4” to 6” apart, and 
around edges. 


Quilting is done in a short running stitch 
with a single strand of thread that goes through 
all three layers. Use a short needle (8 or 9 be- 
tween) with about 18” of thread. Make a small 


knot in the thread, and take a first long stitch 
(about 1”) through top and batting only, coming 
up where the quilting will begin. Tug on the 
thread to pull the knotted end between the 
layers. Take straight, even stitches that are the 
same size on the top and bottom of the quilt. 
For tiny stitches, push the needle with a thimble 
on your middle finger; guide the fabric in front of 
the needle with the thumb of your hand above 
the quilt and with thumb and index finger of 


your other hand below the quilt. To end a line of 
quilting, take a tiny backstitch, then make 
another inch-long stitch through the top and 
batting only. Clip thread at surface of quilt. Re- 
move basting stitches when quilting is finished. 


BINDING AND FINISHING 


Trim quilt batt and lining even with quilt 
top. Leaving about 2” extra at each end, place a 
11%"-wide binding strip on one edge of quilt top, 
right sides together. Sew through all layers with 
a V4" seam, beginning and ending at seam line. 
Repeat for other three sides. Fold binding to 
the back, tuck under 1/4”, and blindstitch it down 
along seam line. At corners, trim, tuck in ends, 
and stitch. Rinse out any quilt marking that still 
shows. A nice finishing touch is to embroider 
your name, city, and date on the back. =.

@ Turn under %e” allowance on 
P’s. Referring to block diagrams on 
pages 14 and 15, make 10 W blocks, 17

Hem the straight edge of each pil- 
low-backing half by folding under 4” 
along raw edge, and then another 4”; 
topstitch to secure. With appliqued and 
quilted pillow top right side up on a 
table, place both backing halves right 
side down on pillow top, aligning raw 
curved edges. (If the quilting has 
“shrunk” the pillow top, trim backing to 
fit.) Stitch through ali layers 2” from raw 
edge of pillow. Stitch a second time on 
top of first row of stitching to secure. 
Turn pillow right side out. Sew 2 11” 
muslin circles together in a 2” seam, 
leaving a 3” opening for turning. Turn

The Iris block makes a 12” square 
pillow. Cut background square, inner 
liner, organdy, and batting 13” x 13”. For 
backing cut 2 panels 13” x 9”. Cut 
applique patches from page 29 with no 
turn-under allowances. Position on 
background square and follow direc- 
tions for shadow applique given on 
page 10. Layer inner liner, batting, 
background square with appliques, and 
organdy; baste. Quilt around patches 
through all layers. Hem one long edge 
of each backing panel. Sew pillow top 
and backing panels right sides together 
in %” seam. Turn. For inserted stuffed 
pillow, sew 2 13” muslin squares to- 
gether in 2” seam, leaving an opening 
for turning. Turn, stuff, and whipstitch 
opening closed. Insert in Iris pillow. 

Many applique patterns are ideal 
for shadow applique. Past QUILT-
